A Subject for Discussion 
There has always been some dis­ 
cussion among physiologists as to 
whether clothes should or should 
not encase too much of the skin.

We lose heat from the body by 
radiation and conduction. It is 
cloth that reduces the loss by radia­ 
tion. Air is the poorest conductor 
of heat, so it is the air caught in i 
the meshes of clothing that pre- I 
vents heat loss by conduction. I hat 1 


spaces. The air content of wool Is 
92r'r while linen is 18%. 
The ancient debate as to whether 
the skin should be exposed or cov­ 
ered has never been conducted by 
the 
most 
judicious 
scientists. 
Cranks, like Jager, who taught 
that people should always dress 
only in wool, that wool was s pan­ 
acea, leading to “the discovery of 
the soul," and Father Kniepp, who 
Advocated wearing only peasant 
linen and walking barefoot in tha 
wet grass, can neither be depended 
on c ompletely for guidance. 
Who will design a sensible sum­ 
mer costume for men? Women 
have always been the butt of ridic­ 
ule for their clothes, but on this 
continent they seem to dreis more 
sen illy than men. Under normal 
conditions, that is without fuel ra- 
tiontng, men s clothes in winter 
are far too heavy for the inside of 
our houses and offices. And in sum­ 
mer. while a man is not exactly a 
lovely sight with his bosom bare, 
yet something could be done to fix 
him so his skin can breathe at 
least a little.
